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SIGNIFICANT 
ENROLLMENT GROWTH 
FOR SPRING QUARTER 


Troy State University at Dothan 
with its locations at Fort Rucker and 
Chipola Jr.College has again ex- 
perienced significant growth in stu- 
dent enrollment for the 1994 Spring 
Quarter. Enrollment figures stand at 
2,436, a 13.14 percent increase over 
the 1993 Spring Quarter. This marks 
twenty-seven consecutive quarters of 
increased enrollment at TSUD and 
one of the three highest percentage 
increases in the past seven years. 

Dr. Jack Sublette, executive vice 
president and vice president for stu- 
dent affairs at TSUD, commented, 
“We are pleased that our previously 
enrolled students and new students 
continue to come to TSUD in in- 
creasing numbers. The good enroll- 
ment provides University officials 
with the welcome challenge of find- 
ing enough classrooms and office 
space for faculty and staff. As we 


predicted before the move to our new — 


campus, the improved facilities and 
environment are effective recruiting 
factors.” 


TSUD RECEIVES HIGHER 
CLASSIFICATION 


The Carnegie Foundation for the 
Advancement of Teaching recently 
notified Troy State University at 
Dothan that it was reclassified as 
“Master’s (Comprehensive) Univer- 
sities and Colleges I,” a move up from 








the Master’s II classification. Institu- 
tions with the Master’s I classification 
offer a full range of baccalaureate 
programs and are committed to 
graduate education through the 
master’s degree. They award 40 or 
more master’s degrees annually in 
three or more disciplines. 

Three-year averages of degree 
data were used to determine each 
institution’s placement. Carnegie’s 
classification is used by college and 
university officials to analyze their 
institution’s niche among the nation’s 
colleges and universities. As a result 
of the reclassification, TSUD joins 
12.2% of the country’s 3,600 ac- 
credited institutions as a Master’s I 
university and becomes one of 13 
similar institutions in Alabama. 

TSUD President, Dr. Thomas 
Harrison said, “It is always interest- 
ing and informative to see one’s local 
institution categorized according to 
national standards, While the Car- 
negie Foundation’s classification sys- 
tem is not meant to be a pecking 
order of institutions of higher educa- 
tion, it does help to define the nature 
of Troy State University at Dothan 
according to certain criteria. We are 
pleased to see that the number ‘of 
degrees awarded by TSUD allows it 
to be classified as a Master’s I Com- 
prehensive University.”

The Periodicals Department is one of the busiest research areas of the 
Library. The most recent issues of the 636 journals and newspapers currently 
received are displayed in the main room of the Library. Back issues of the 835 
titles in the collection are found in the Periodical Room in three formats; 
paper copy, microfilm, and microfiche. Copiers and microform 
reader/printers are available for obtaining copies. 


Journals appropriate for research in the courses for the School of Educa- 
tion, the School of Business, and the College of Arts and Sciences are obtained 
mainly through EBSCO Subscription Services. The EBSCO International 
Headquarters is located in Birmingham, Alabama. It maintains nine regional 
offices in the United States as well as offices in Canada, Brazil, Australia, New 
Zealand, the United Kingdom, Germany, France, Spain, Italy, Turkey, 
Thailand, the Philippines, Korea, and Hong Kong. EBSCO offers many 
services for serials control. Assigned customer service representatives are 
responsive to individual needs. The currently priced individual renewal list 
facilitates planning for new subscriptions and annual budgeting. Effective 
claim adjustment forms solve subscription problems, and the Monthly Claim 
Checker saves time by providing a review of active claims. 


To save time in finding specific information from journals, magazines, and 
newspapers visit the Reference Room. Located there are the Periodical 
Indexes for business, criminal justice, education, psychology, science, social 
sciences, humanities, and nursing. In the Periodical Room you will find 
INFOTRAC, a very popular automated reference system. The expanded 
Academic Index database contains interdisciplinary information on the social 
sciences, humanities, general science, education and business. Bibliog- 
raphical references and abstracts to over 500 scholarly journals are available. 
The database is updated monthly.
